W ahiiisgtox, March 13.—The work 
of the Republican members of the ways 
aud means committee on the wool sched- ' 
ule has brought the wool growers and 
m anufacturers to W ashington in full 
force. 
They filled the lobby of the 
Oochran hotel yesterday while the tariff 
makers wefe in conference in the up­ 
stairs room, and when the members 
emerged each one of them was sur­ 
rounded by a group of wool men en­ 
deavoring to impress upon their victim 
the urgent needs of their particular 
branch of the business. 
Chairman 
Dingley was half an hour runqing the 
gauutlet to the hotel door. 
He listened 
with patience to every statement, but 
the results do not show that representa­ 
tives of special interests gain anything 
by coming to W ashington to present 
their cases in person. 
After 24 hours of work on the second 
half of the wool schedule, that covering 
m anufacturers of wool, the duties have 
been made practically a repitition of the 
McKinley bilL 
The McKinley rates on 
raw wools having been readopted, it 
was considered the only logical arrange­ 
ment to adopt also the compensatory 
duties on manufacturers of wool of the 
McKiulev law, so this policy was fol­ 
lowed. 
Then was an attempt made to 
change the ad valorem rate* on woolen 
manufactures in the McKinley act to 
spec ific, but such groat difficulties have 
been encountered that the undertaking 
has been abandoned, for the time being 
at any rate, aud last night the eommit- 


migrants who arrived in this country 
was 119,808, a decrease, as compared 
with the same period in 1895, of 42,200. 
For the month of January last the de­ 
crease, as compared with January, 1890, 
was 3,325, making the total decrease for 
the seven mouths of 46,525. This is said 
to be largely due to the difficulties and 
uncertainties attending a landing in this 
country.

The reciprocity principle which will 
be embodied in the bill will be that of 
lower duties on certain classes of goods 
in return for concessions to certain lines 
of American goods. The principal lines 
of goods on which dutie* may be low­ 
ered by reciprocity treaties will be su­ 
gar. champagnes, silk», gloves, mineral 
water*, chicklf (much of which is im ­ 
ported for chewing gum J and argil, or 
crude tartar, which is one of the chief 
constituents of baking powders. 
The pre-idcnt will be empowered by 
the bill to enter into treaties by which 
the duties will be materially lowered on 
importation of these goods from coun­ 
tries which make eoneeBsnms to Ameri­ 
can cattle and other products. 
There 
will be no reciprocity which involve« 
placing any im portant class* s of imports 
on the free* list, nor anv authority given 
the executive to raise duties against im ­ 
ports from countries which refuse to en­ 
ter into reciprocity treaties.

13.—President Kruger of the 
Transvaal republic has arrived here 
w ith the view of arranging for a closer 
union between the Transvaal and the 
Orange Free State. He was entertained 
at a public luncheon and in replying to 
the eulogistic toasts of President Steyn 
of the Orange Free State, he said he 
I was not there to controvert the queen’s 
rights. 
Time, he added, would show 
he had always defended her majesty 
(cheers) aud he had told his people to 
respect her. 
He expressed the hope 
that the two republics would form indi­ 
vidual ties. 
He never, however, had 
any idea of the Free State being ab­ 
sorbed by the transvaal.

I M rte** Meeting es Deeerlbed EF 
I Atter After the CDII War. 
Entertaining papers giving reminis­ 
cences of "T he Lost Cause" were read 
In this city at a meeting of the Daugh­ 
ters of the Confederacy. In a paper pre­ 
pared by Mr. George Savage and read 
by Mrs. D. Giraud W right was described 
the first meeting of General Robert E. 
Lee and General George B. McClellan, 
as General McClellan had related the 
facts to Mr. Savage in the summer of 
1878. 
" It was near the City of Mexico dur­ 
ing the Mexican w ar,” said General Mc­ 
Clellan to Mr. Savage, “ that I first met 
my future great opposing commander. 
I was a lieutenant of engineers and Lee 
was a major of engineers aud a favorite 
on the staff of General Winfield Scot!. 
I was w alking across a field one day 
when I saw’ General Scott and his staff 
approaching on horseback. As the party 
drew near to me Major Lee reined up 
his horse and, addressing me in an an­ 
gry tone, said: 
" 'Lieutenant, don’t you know yon 
are disobeying orders? W hat is your 
name?' 
“ I told him my name was McClellan 
And that I did not know I was disobey­ 
ing orders. 
" ‘A ll officers have been told to re­ 
main in their quarters and aw ait or­ 
ders, ’ he exclaimed, still appearing very 
angry. 
" I replied that no such order had 
reached me, and he then peremptorily 
ordered me back to my quarters, and 
hastened away to join General Scott and 
the rest of the staff, who had not stop 
ped. 
" I returned across the field to my 
quarters, feeling much injured, for I 
had not knowingly committed 
any 
breach of discipline. 
I complained to 
my fellow officers of Major Lee’i treat­ 
ment of me. Scarcely had I finished my 
■tory when I was told that there was an 
officer outside who wished to see me, 
and I wa4 greatly surprised to find Major 
Lee seated there upon his horse. 
He 
saluted and I returned the salute. 
" ‘Lieutenant McClellan, * said he, 
‘I fear that in our meeting just now I 
was discourteous in tone or manner, and 
I have come to express to you the regret 
which, under the circumstance*, a gen 
Heman should.' 
" I assured him that it was all right, 
and w ith a salute aud a low bow, which 
I feelingly returned, be rode away, lear* 
ing me lost in admiration of a superior 
officer who could so promptly and so
